Hufferd Heads SOS 


Campaign Committee 


Yorba Linda _ school district 
parents and teachers gathered 
Saturday to form the Support Our 
Schools Citizens Committee which 
will rally support for an increase in 
the district’s per pupil expenditure 
limit. 

Chairman of the committee is 
John Hufferd, a Buena Park high 
school teacher and Yorba Linda 
resident who called the group ‘‘a 
broadly based citizens committee 
with support from a lot of areas’. 

Represented on the committee are 
the school district, the board of 
trustees, the parent teachers 
association and the Yorba Linda 
little league. 

Bill OpDyke, of Yorba Linda 
chamber of commerce will supervise 
the publicity for the group, Arline 
Kennedy will coordinate all precinct 
work and John and Pat Dawson are 
in charge of finances. 

Hufferd listed three goals of the 
committee. He hopes ‘‘to get broad 
community support, to publicize the 
need for the revenue increase and to 
motivate people to vote in favor of 


the measure,”’ he said. 

If the measure passes on May 27, 
it will increase the tax rate by 87 
cents per 100 dollars of assessed 
valuation, and give the school 
district $139 more per pupil each 
year. 

Hufferd emphasized the purpose 
of the revenue limit increase was not 
to raise teachers’ salaries, ‘‘But I do 
believe you get what you pay for with 
teachers,’’ he said. 

“I’m optimistic because I think 
people in Yorba.linda want good 
schools for their kids, and when 
enough information has _ been 
presented about the need for an 
increased level of support, the 
measure will pass,’’ said Hufferd. 

The committee is financed solely 
through contributions. -Hufferd said 
the group has ‘“‘received some 
contributions, but not too much.”’ 

Persons interested in walking 
precincts for the committee may 
attend'a work session at 9:30 a.m. 
Saturday May 10 at Yorba Linda 
Junior high school. The committee 
hopes for 120 volunteers.

The Yorba Linda City Council took 
its first look at a proposed $2.1 
million budget, on Monday night. 
According to city administrator Art 
Simonian, the budget is ‘‘financially 
balanced without the use of an ad 
valorem property tax.’’ The budget 
also takes into account an 
unprecedented increase in general 
funds of approximately 19 per cent. 
The revenue increase is partially 
attributed to proposed establish- 
ment of an oil well tax, and a 
substantial increase in sales tax 


receipts. 

Simonian said that the city 
anticipates revenues totaling 
$2,034,957. Approximately $804, 


557 of this is classified as restricted 
funds which can only be used for 
specific purposes established by 


either Federal, State or local 
statutes. Examples of restricted 
funds are Gas Tax, Master Plan of 
Drainage, Park In-Lieu and Revenue 
Sharing Funds. 

General funds, estimated to total 
$1,229,400, may be used for any 
general municipal purpose. 

“This represents the eighth 
consecutive year since the incor- 
poration of Yorba Linda that the City 
has operated without a property 
tax,’’ Simonian told the council. But 
it may also be the last. Simonian 
predicts a property tax for 1976-1977 
fiscal year. 

“Given the policy that the city 
shall operate without the use of a 
property tax for 1975-1976, we 
believe this budget to represent the 
highest level of municipal service 


Ronald Reagan 


Former Governor 
Is Star Columnist 


Ronald Reagan, former movie- 


star, two-term governor of the 
nation’s most populous state, and a 
leading spokesman for the nation’s 
conservative thinkers, now has a 
new career. The politician-turned 
newspaper columnist will be writing 
a weekly column for the Yorba Linda 
Star, beginning with this issue. 

Reagan made his first bid for 
public office in 1966, when he was 
elected California’s 33rd governor 
by a margin of nearly one million 
votes. Four years later he was 
reelected. 


A past contender for the U.S. 
presidency, he is regarded as a 
potential presidential candidate in 
1976. 


The Reagan column will deal with 
national and international events as 
seen from the conservative view- 
point. He covers everything from the 
energy crisis to Vietnam and 
Cambodia; from Ralph Nader to 
Fidel Castro. 

His column is_ distributed 


nationally. The ‘‘Reagan Column’’ 
appears on page two of The Star. 
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affordable by Yorba Linda at this 
time,’’ he stated. 

City funds are earmarked in six 
different categories, including 
general government, public safety, 
public works, parks and recreation, 
restricted funds and personnel. 

The general government category 
includes non-departmental and 
public building expenses. According 
to Simonian, rising costs of 
municipal liability insurance ac- 
count for increases in this area. 


In the category of public safety, 
the city of Brea if proposing a 
contract for police services amount- 
ing to $390,000. Last year’s contract 
amount with Brea amounted to 
$347,652. Brea cites a combination 
of salary and fringe benefit 
increases, along with increased 
costs of fuel and equipment as 
reasons for the hike. The projected 
level of service remains unchanged 
with two patrol cars per 24 hours per 
day, traffic enforcement at 20 hours 
per week and investigative services 
as needed. 

**While Yorba Linda’s population 
has significantly increased over the 
past three years, the city’s level of 
law enforcement has not,’’ Simonian 
Stated, ‘‘serious consideration 
should be given to increasing the 
level of service.”’ 


The city marked up savings in the 
area of public works for 1975-1976. 
According to Simonian, establish- 
ment of its own in-house public 
works and engineering departments 
has resulted in accomplishment of 
major work items as well as 
realization of financial savings. The 
proposed public works budget is 
$127,397--$22,053 less than 1974- 
1975. and $88,156 less than 
1973-1974. 


The city recreation budget is set at 
$33,414, and represents a continua- 
tion of the same level of service as in 
previous years. In terms of parks, 
funds have been appropriated to 
purchase both the Valley View site 
and the Palm Avenue site. 


In the restricted fund area, the 
city will have $111,439 in gas tax 
funds for street improvement 
projects. Other funds will be lumped 
into a capital improvement fund, 
which contains $553,000 for park 
acquisition. 


The city administrator again 
brought up the subject of a property 
tax at the end of his discussion. 
‘‘During recent months there has 
been a great deal of discussion 
relative to when Yorba Linda will 
need a _ property tax. Our 
calculations indicate that fiscal year 
1976-1977 appears to be when such a 
tax will be recommended,”’ he 
noted. 


**Yorba Linda is no longer a small 
community and its further growth is 
all too apparent. As growth occurs, 
so grows the demand and need for 
services, ultimately resulting in the 
necessity to find revenues to pay the 
way.” 


Former Brea Councilman Fined 


Former Brea Councilman, Donald 
Vv. Symmes, who resigned his 
position after a jury found him guilty 
of shoplifting, has been assessed a 
fine of $500 with an additional $125 
in penalties by! Judge Phillip 
McGraw as sentence in the case. 

The fine was paid as choice over a 
10-day jail sentence and after a 
30-day jail sentence was suspended. 

Symmes’ attorney, Michael R. 


McDonnell said that the former 
councilman has not been placed on 
probation. 

The former Brea Councilman, 
whois a teacher at Troy High School, 
was found guilty in a second trial, 
resulting from charges that he had 
taken a woman’s coat from the J.C. 
Penney Company in Fullerton, 
without paying for it, on December 
23 last year. 


Symmes declared it was forget- 
fullness and said that if he were 
found guilty he would resign both 


his council seat and his teaching job. 
A first trial resulted in a hung jury. 

The Fullerton Union High School 
District has stated that it has 
received no indication that Symmes 
intends to leave his teaching post. 


PUSD Employees Seek Pay Hike 


A four and one half per cent target 
figure for a combination of increased 
salaries and other compensations for 
employees of the Placentia Unified 
School District was forwarded 
Saturday by the PUSD Board of 
Trustees as the group instructed 
staff to try to find still more. 

The action was taken during a 
special Saturday budget session at 
which staff was instructed to 
continue combing the more than 
200-page $20 million budget ‘‘to 
attempt to achieve a five per cent 
figure for this purpose.”’ 

Classified employees of the 


district, inaugurating their negotia- 
tions for the year, have sought the 
five per cent boost. Certificated 
personnel declined to name a figure 
but have expressed their desire for 
more money. 

“The board and administrative 
staff have been very dilligent in the 
review of the budget for the year,’’ 
Dr. William Yates, PUSD board 
president stated this week. ‘There 
have been many significant 
reductions in many areas of the 
budget.”’ 

*“We’ve also had many excellent 
suggestions from employee groups 


and those suggested curtailments 
have been taken into account in 
reductions in the budget. 

“The result of this effort has 
manifested itself in actions taken on 
Saturday. Our board fully intends to 
negotiate in good faith with 
employees, realizing simultaneous- 
ly the cost of living increases that 
they are experiencing and the tax 
burden that is on the patrons of our 
district.

Reagan 
Column

Big government breeds bigger government--especially in times of crisis. 
That has become a truism. And, the best recent example of this is the 
so-called energy crisis with which the United States has been beset for the 
last two years. 

Efforts to cope with the ‘‘crisis’’ have bred new agencies at both the state 
and federal levels. Unfortunately, new agencies mean more than just adding 
bureaucrats and additional budgets to the cost of government. They also 
mean new rules, regulations and controls, all part of the self-justification 
process for continuation of the agencies. 

Sadly, long experience shows that these seldom meet expectations and 
the good they do is not often worth the cost, either in dollars or in loss of 
freedom. 

A few months ago the influential and wealthy Ford Foundation issued the 
results of a three-year, $4 million study called ‘‘A Time To Choose 
America’s Energy Future’. It was hailed by various experts, government 
officials and members of Congress for pointing the way toward a logical, 
long-range energy policy for the United States. 

But does it really? 

A closer look and a careful analysis produced by a small, new foundation, 
the Institute for Contemporary Studies, in San Francisco, takes sharp issue 
with the Ford study. 

Trenchantly titled ‘‘No Time To Confuse’, the analysis is the work of 10 
highly respected economists and political scientists. What is concludes is 
that the Ford study merely offers us more of the same kind of ‘‘solutions’’ 
that big government advocates have been handing us all along: controls over 
production, distribution and prices; mandatory guidelines; and proposals 
that aim, not at finding and developing enough energy sources to allow 
America to be independent and to continue to grow and expand, but rather 
at limiting energy consumption and controlling how each one of us uses it. 

In fact, ‘‘No Time To Confuse”’ finds that the authors of ‘‘A Time To 
Choose”’ are more interested in presenting their own views of how they think 
the world should be than they are in developing an energy policy that will 
function well within the framework of our free enterprise system. Prof. M. 
Bruce Johnson, in his segment of ‘‘No Time To Confuse’, charges bluntly 
that the Ford study is no more than a ‘‘vehicle for the authors’ views on 


income redistribution and environmental action’’. 5 
“This kind of ideology is used to justify the existence of a planned society 


which works (if it works at all) only in the context of a police state. Much of 
the ordinary workaday life would have to be made illegal to force society to 
make fuel conservation the highest priority. We could make ‘energy 
conservation a matter of the highest national priority’ as the report urges 
Congress to do, but the kind of life for which we conserved it would not be 
very attractive.’’ 

Like his fellow authors of ‘‘No Time To Confuse’’, Riker is a master of 
understatement. What the authors of the Ford study seem to be looking 
toward is a society where everything that isn’t prohibited is compulsory. 

Isn’t it time that Americans began to demand that their government 
leaders seek solutions that liberate us rather than control us? Apparently,

YL Rotary Hears 
Local School Needs 


Yorba Linda Country Club was the 
scene last Friday, May 2, of an 
illustrated address by James W. 
Bremer, President of the Yorba 
Linda School Board, covering the 
needs of local grammar and junior 
high schools, caused largely by 
inflationary moves of the past few 
years. ‘‘Inflation, plus legislation, 
forced our Yorba Linda schools to 
stretch the education dollar to a 
point where it wiped out our 
reserves. We've had no voted 
financial increase in 8 years,’’ he 
said. 

Giving further valuable points, 
Bremer said, ‘‘No longer do schools 
obtain more funds when property 
values go up! State law now limits 
the districts to a set amount of 
money to be collected from property 
taxes! Except for 6% annual 
inflationary factor, this revenue 
limit can only be increased by a vote 
of the people. Yorba Linda schools 
ask for the limit to be increased by 
$139 per pupil: that is, from $894 to 
$1,033--to permit the highest 
possibie quality basic ‘'3-R’’ 
education which is so vital to the 
present and future economy of our 
City. We are advocating a school 
program without frills: a community 
investment.”’ 

The issue goes before Yorba 
Linda’s electorate Tuesday, May 27. 
Title of the important subject is 
“Increase of Revenue Limit 
Election’’. A ‘‘Support Our Schools 
Committee’ has ben formed, with 


John L. Hufferd as General 
Chairman, William K. OpDyke as 
Publicity Chairman; John and Pat 
Dawson as Finance Chairpersons; 
and Arline Kennedy, Precinct 
Chairperson. A 4-page brochure 
outlining all the key points of this 
issue has been produced. Copies will 
soon be made available to all of our 
local schools. ‘‘The public is urged 
to obtain copies of this outline as 
soon as possible...study it with care, 
and make a date with the polls on 
May 27 to express views on such a 
vital program’’ Hufferd urged.

as a simultaneous goal. Our whole 
strategy in this time of economic 
crisis in our nation, is honesty, 
straight forwardness and telling it 
like it is. 

“*We believe this is the only way to 
maintain good employee relations 
and to maintain the high morals 
required for our classroom teachers. 

“The board has directed its 
representative John Tynes, to 
continue to explore the proposals of 
the employee groups,’’ Dr. Yates 
concluded. 

In addition, Saturday, the board 
put approximately $236,000 into the 
budget for board and superinten-

“‘As our income figures become 
more complete, we are able to get a 
clearer picture of what we can do,”’ 
explained Superintendent of Schools 
John O. Tynes.

‘We're still going to have 
to cut corners, because we still have 
the lowest base revenue of any 
unified district in the county.’’

HORSE TALES

I got so carried away last week that I ran out of space, so 
this week I'll finish up the list of camping areas. 

Since we covered the one day riders last week, we now 
come to those hardy souls who enjoy camping out (sorry, no 
motels are allowed on ‘‘horse vacations’’) for a weekend, 
or, even for a week or two (if you’re that lucky!). All of the 
following equestrian camping areas are equipped with 
water, tie rails, restrooms, and some even have hot 
showers and individual corrals. McCall’s Park, up near 
Idyllwild, is a real nice spot. Camp Bandido, located in the 
Angeles National Forest, is another good one. Both of these 
campgrounds have corrals. Rancho California offers some 
beautiful riding, but their camping fees have gotten a little 
out of sight. Tenaja Ranger Station, out of Murrieta, is nice 
if you don’t mind sharing the camp with motorcycles. 
Cuyamaca Rancho, in the Cleveland National Forest near 
Julian, is one of the greatest spots around here, but 
reservations are pretty hard tocome’by. You,have to.go to a 
Ticketron to obtain them. Double Butte Park in Winchester 
is well worth the trip, also. If you have at least a week to 
spend with your horse, try John’s Horse Camp up near 
Kernville.

Right, but before you do, be 
sure to have a bottle of seven percent iodine, hydrogen 
peroxide, or any liquid antiseptic handy. As soon as you 
pull out the nail, immediately pour the antiseptic into the 
nail hole. Those small puncture wounds close up so fast that 
they’re impossible to see after a short time. As an added 
precaution, give the horse a tetanus anti-toxin injection 
within twenty-four hours. Your troubles should now be 
over, but just to make extra sure, I always spend at least 
two weeks worrying about it. This always does the trick!!

Classes will be held at all 
of the 14 elementary, three 
junior and three senior high 
schools _ that register 
enough students to support 
summer school, Stewart 
said. 

During the summer, the 
entire school district is 
considered as a_ single 
attendance area, so stu- 
dents may attend any school 
which is most convenient or 
which offers the desired 


courses, he added. Bus 
transportation will not be 
provided. 


Most elementary classes 
are scheduled in four 
one-hour curricular blocks 
and will include subjects in 
basic skills and enrichment, 
ranging from reading to 
horseback riding at one 
school. 

Secondary students may 
use summer classes for 
their regular course of 
study, to make up deficien- 
cies or to explore areas of 


special interest, Stewart 
said.
